OCTOBER  MEETING,  1913 


Alpena,  Mich,,  Oct.  13,  1913. 

Pursuant  to  the  statute  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  for  the  County  of 
Alpena,  met  in  annual  session  at  the 
office  of  the  County  Clerk,  in  the 
court  house  in  the  City  of  Alpena  o 
Monday,  the  13th  day  of  October, 
A.  D.  1913,  and  was  caleld  to  order 
at  10  o’clock  a.  m.  by  the  chairman. 

Roll  called,  the  following  mem¬ 
bers  being  present:  John  Cable, 
George  Manning,  Frank  Monroe, 
Louis  Hoppe,  Otto  Shenk,  Chas. 
Lee,  William  Scott,  John  Lemster, 
Lemuel  G.  Dafoe,  George  Mousette, 
George  Pamerleau,  William  F. 
Woelk,  Edward  C.  Spens,  David  Sex- 
smith  and  F.  W.  Blake.  Absent, 
Supervisor  Clare  Masters. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  ses¬ 
sion  were  read  and  approved. 

County  Road  Commissioner  Bur¬ 
ton  appeared  before  the  board  and 
spoke  in  regard  to  the  water  ways' 
on  the  Lachine  road  and  asking  that 
a  committee  be  appointed  to  look 
into  the  matter  with  him. 

Moved  by  Supervisor  Dafoe  and 
supported  by  Supervisor  Woelk  that 
the  ditches  for  drainage  of  roads 
from  and  through  Long  Rapids 
Township  to  Lachine  be  referred  to 
the  township  officials  of  Long  Rapids 
for  adjustment,  the  same  to  be  re¬ 
ported  to  the  County  Road  Commis¬ 
sioners  as  soon  as  adjusted.  And 
that  the  recommendations  of  the 
County  Road  Commissioners  for  an 
open  ditch  be  concurred  in. 

Carried  unanimously. 


County  Road  Commissioner  Bur¬ 
ton  also  addressed  the  board  in  re¬ 
gard  to  a  stone  crusher  and  explain¬ 
ed  the  necessity  of  having  one  as 
there  was  a  considerable  waste  in 
the  present  system. 

The  Chair  called  on  Mr.  Alfred  Alf- 
son  to  explain  the  make  of  different 
stone  crushers,  the  power  and  the' 
price  of  them.  He  stated  that  he 
had  no  circulars  with  him  but  he 
would  procure  some  and  present 
them  to  the  Board. 

Moved  by  Supervisor  Lemster  and 
supported  by  Supervisor  Cable  that 
the  Board  take  a  recess  until  2:00 
o’clock  this  afternoon.

point  being  at  the  end  of  the  present 
cement  paving  of  Washington  ave¬ 
nue  and  running  due  west,  3  0  feet 
in  width,  to  the  turn  of  said  road  to 
the  south  at  the  Moench  tannery, 
thence  24  feet  in  width  to  the  inter¬ 
section  of  Washington  avenue  and 
Campbell  street,  said  road  construct¬ 
ed  similar  to  the  present  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  Washington  avenue  pave¬ 
ment,  east  of  Fifth  street;  said 
money  to  be  spent  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  city  officials;  provided 
however  that  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Alpena  appropriate 
a  sufficient  amount  to  complete  and 
finish  said  road  or  pavement.
